On February 11, 1964, a confidential source 
abroad advised that JUAN DOMINGO PERON, former Argentine 
dictator, who is presently residing in Madrid, Spain, 
Was recently discharged from a hospital in Madrid, where 
he had been under treatment for prostate trouble. Source 
explained that subject is afflicted with cancer of the 
prostate but that he has been successfully treated and 
that the cancer is regarded as arrested. Source added 
that subject's physical difficulties are not regarded as 
debilitating and that the prognosis indicates that 
subject can resume normal activities. 


Source remarked that subject is reported to 
have stated tht he plans to return to Argentina during
